Under the A m e r i c a n Constitution, the judicial branch 
of the governm ent has broader powers than is the case 
with any other important country. VC hether this was a 
matter of deliberate intention on the part of the writers 
of the Constitution, or was invented by the brilliant mind 
of John Marshall, is immaterial. The point is that the 
American plan gives to the I’ederai courts the job ol 
being watchdog for the liberty of the people anti tor their 
sovereignty over their governm ent. 
It follows that whenever the courts have stepped 
out of this role, the country** government has suffered. 
Freedom has declined, and the national government has 
drifted in the direction of dictatorship. 
A part of the present jlls which beset Uncle Sam rises 
(rom the (ai t that the Supreme Court, early in the R oose­ 
velt Administration, largely abdicated from its response 


The Court couldn't stand the gaff of F. D. R.'s 
political attacks upon it. Congress wouldn't let him pack 
the court with his partisans, but he got the same results 
by a series of appointm ents stretching o v e r a few years 
instead of occurring all at once, plus the political intimi­ 
d a t i o n o f those members w ho continued to sit. 
It was never intended, either by the authors olI the 
Constitution nor by its principal interpreter, Justice Mar­ 
shall. that the Federal courts become a m e r e adjunct to 
the W hite I louse or to a political party. W hen this hap 
pened during the New Deal, Constitutional freedom was 
endangered. 
* 
, . , 
O ne could name a score of matters in which a vig­ 
orous and independent Federal judiciary would have step­ 
ped in and clarified responsibilities. It is no credit to the 
occupants of our highest bench that they have sidestepped 
so many of these opportunities. 
To name a couple of exam ples: 
l ake the matter of the distribution of f ederal grants 
for public assistance and other purposes among the sev­ 
eral states of the Union. There has been a running quar 
rel between state governm ents and \X ashington bureau­ 
crats ever since these grants were begun, the states clann­ 
ing that the m oney should lie distributed according to need, 
and the W ashington strawbosses insisting on handing

it out in accordance with arbitrary restrictions having 
no real relationship with the purpose of the grant. I lore 
is a long-standing difference of opinion on a matter deal­ 
ing with Constitutional law — yet the Federal judiciary, 
set up to interpret Federal law, has persistently refused 
to pass upon the issues. 
O r consider the question of the f rade Agreements u,, #.t# t< 
Act. Constitutional lawyers insist that this contravenes 
the parts of our basic law which make Congress, and not 
the executive department, responsible for the regulation 
of foreign commerce, and that this program is therefore 
unconstitutional. 
For more than fifteen years certain 
groups have been attempting to ge t the Suprem e Court 
to pass upon this point — but the court has re fused lei 
accept jurisdiction. 
* 
W ith this background, it is encouraging t«» see that 
the U. S. Court of Appeals has stepper! into an executive 
matter and has cited Secretary of Com merce Saw yer, 
along with seven other f’ederal employees, in contempt 
proceedings rising cult of the alleged failure of these 
individuals to carry out the laws as interpreted b y the* 
Federal courts. 
This novel step is a m o v e * in the right direction. 
The worst phase of Unc le Sam s present troubles is 
the deadlock between Congress, the law making branch 
of the government, and the President, who heads the* 
executive department the prim ary responsibility of whic h 
is to carry out the laws and policies laiel down by the 
people’s representatives, the Congress. 
There is only one possible umpire in such a dispute. 
B y one process or another, the* Federal courts can deter 
mine who is right. Once that is done, then either by moral 
suasion or by injunctive action such as now being trie*d, or j 
even by impeachment proceedings if this Im* necessary, the 
branch of the government whic h is in the wrong van be 
compelled to submit to the Constitution.
